DETAILED ACTION 



Reason for allowance 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: None of the 
references of record teaches or suggests a semiconductor processing method comprising a 
layer of material comprising oxygen, as initially deposited, over a semiconductor wafer 
substrate. Some portions of the layer are exposed to energy while other portions are not 
exposed. The exposure to energy alters physical properties of the exposed portions 
relative to the unexposed portions. After the portions are exposed, the exposed and 
unexposed portions of the layer are subjected to common conditions. The common 
conditions are effective to remove the material and comprise a rate of removal that is 
influenced by the altered physical properties of the layer. The common conditions 
remove either the exposed or unexposed portions faster than the other of the exposed and 
unexposed portions. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
